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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

By  on  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1898,  permanently  constituting  "The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,"  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  set  forth  in  Section  II.  Article  10. 

SECTION  II  - The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 

extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward 

side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity 
of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of 

Swansea  within  such  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 

channels,  roads  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place 

or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding 

Station  or  Stations  for  such  par-*  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  plaoes 

for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such 

part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 

of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for 

the  purpose  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 

which  in  persuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be 

moored  or  anohored  at  the  plaoe  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which 

shall  be  on  its  way  thither.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Port  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1971. 


This  is  the  98th  Annual  Report  and  has  been  made  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  12(4)  of  the  Publio  Health  Officers  (Port  Health  Districts) 
Regulations  1959  and  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  on  the  revised 
Form  Port  20  of  the  Ministry. 

During  the  Year  1971,  4,671  vessels  with  a total  net  tonnage  of  5,593,351 
entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority.  Compared  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1970,  this  represents  a decrease  of  676  vessels  and 
a decrease  of  316,879  in  the  net  tonnages.  Cargo  handled  in  the  various 
ports  amounted  to  10,806,231  tons  which  shews  a decrease  of  1,181,216  tons 
compared  with  the  1970  figures. 

Ten  cases  of  notifiable  and  other  infeotious  diseases  occurred  among 
the  orews  and  passengers  of  ships  entering  these  ports  and  particulars  of  them 
are  given  later  in  this  Report. 

Seventy  two  seamen  were  examined  by  the  Static  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
during  the  year  and  sinoe  the  inception  of  the  scheme  the  number  of  seamen 
who  have  been  examined  at  this  Unit  is  as  follows:-

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During  the  year  218  samples  of  drinking  water  were  drawn  from  various 
shore  points  and  hydrants  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examinations.  Eighty- 
eight  of. these  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  as  can  be  seen  from 
the  section  of  this  Report  dealing  with  Water  Supply,  they  were  confined  to 
only  three  positions. 

Of  the  187  samples  drawn  from  ships,  6l  of  them  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory 
rather  a high  proportion.  Sixty-nine  of  the  samples  were  taken  from  British  ’ 
ships  with  16  of  them  being  unsatisfactory,  a percentage  of  23 .2%  and  of  the 
o aamPles  taken  from  Foreign  ships,  45  of  them  were  unsatisfactory  representing 


Imported  food  dealt  with  by  your  Food  Inspectors  totalled  just  over  1344 
tons  of  which  it  was  only  necessary  to  condemn  nearly  3 cwts.  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 


The  B & I roll-on,  roll-off  ferry  between  Cork  and  Sn ansea  brought  into 
Swansea  1,214  trailers  and  containers  with  over  12,600  tors  of  foodstuffs. 
Most  of  this  was  in  refrigerated  containers  which  left  the  dock  immediately 
hence  necessitating  immediate  notification  to  the  local  Authority  of  the  * 
Inland  destination  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  1968  Imported 
Food  Regulations. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  resulting  from  the  reports  of 
e Public  Analyst  and  the  Bacteriologist  regarding  the  samples  of  14  imported 
foods  which  were  submitted  to  them. 


Although  a careful  watch  Was  kept  on  ships  in  the  dock  emitting  smoke, 
in  no  case  was  it  observed  that  the  emission  was  in  excess  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels) 
Regulations  1958.  ' 

New  Fish  Market  Prince  of  Wales  Dock  Swansea 

The  closure  of  the  South  Dock  necessitated  the  Inshore  Trawler  men  finding 
a new  Market  for  the  landing  of  their  catches.  With  the  co-operation  of  the 
Docks  Manager,  British  Transport  Docks  Board,  they  were  able,  as  Swansea 
Fishermen  Ltd.,  to  lease  a converted  transit  shed  at  West  Wharf,  Prince  of  Wales 
Dock  which  has  proved  a considerable  improvement,  hygienically,  when  compared 
with  the  old  Market.  The  new  Market  came  into  operation  on  August  9th.  The 
Company  were  also  able  to  transfer  the  plant  used  for  the  manufacture  of  the 
flake  ice  used  in  the  trawlers  and  by  the  Merchants  and  although  difficulties 
were  met  in  the  beginning,  it  is  no w operating  satisfactorily.

Visit  of  Representatives  from  the  department 
of  the  Environment 


On  November  10th  a Medical  Officer  and  two  Engineers  from  this  Department 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  Back  - Siphonage  in  Water  supply  systems  visited 
Swansea  Docks.  They  were  accompanied  by  an  Engineer  from  the  West  Glamorgan 
Water  Board,  the  Deputy  Dock  Master  and  your  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector, 

Although  their  chief  concern  dealt  with  the  method  of  distribution'  of 
potable  water  from  its  entrance  into  the  dock  area,  the  size  of  mains  etc. 
and  the  means  of  supply  from  the  mains  to  the  various  consumers,  the  rep- 
resentatives were  also  interested  in  the  shore  to  ships  connections,  the 
possibilities  of  contamination  and  the  results  of  tests  for  quality  both  within 
the  port  precincts  and  on  board  ship.  This  information  was  readily  available 
and  appreciated. 


Student  Publio  Health  Inspectors. 

During  the  year,  three  Student  Public  Health  Inspectors  attached  to  the 
Corporations  of  Swansea,  Merthyr  and  Bridgend,  received  theoretical  and 
practical  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  Port  Health  work  from  the  members  of 
your  staff. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  the  Port 
Health  Committee,  the  Officials,  the  Staff,  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and 
H.M.  Immigration,  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  the  South  Wales  Sea  Fisheries  District  Committee,  the  Officials  of  the 
Union  of  Seamen,  the  Local  Shipping  Federation  Doctors  and  Officials,  the 
Pilots  and  Local  Shipping  Agents,  Superintendents  of  the  Various  Shipping 
firms  and  Surveyors  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  for  their  great  assistance 
and  willing  help  at  all  times.

UNSATISFACTORY  SHORE  SAMPLES 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  tables,  the  majority  of  the  drinking 
water  samples  taken  from  various  shore  points  and  hydrants  were  satisfactory. 

However  at  certain  points  in  Swansea  Docks,  Neath  River  and  Port  Talbot 
Docks,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  did  report  that 
several  samples  were  "unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes",  sometimes 
due  to  the  presence  of  Esch.  Coli  (type  I)  but  mostly  due  to  a high 
coliform  bacilli  count. 

When  this  did  occur,  repeat  sampling  took  place  and  unfortunately  this 
was  necessary  for  most  of  the  year.  The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board,  the 
British  Transport  Docks  Board  and  the  appropriate  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  area  concerned  were  all  acquainted  of  these  results. 

There  was  an  improvement  as  a result  of  certain  remedial  measures 
undertaken  by  the  Water  Board  but  some  slight  contamination  still  persisted. 
Consequently,  my  advice  to  consumers  including  shipping  in  these  vicinities 
to  boil  all  drinking  water  before  consumption,  had  to  remain  in  force.

(b)  Shipping 

During  the  year  187  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  ships  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Whenever  an  unsatisfactory  report  is  received  a copy  of  the  report  is 
sent  to  the  Owners  or  Agents  with  the  advice  that  the  water  tank  concerned 
should  be  properly  treated  by  chlorination,  emptied  and  then  refilled  with 
wholesome  water  and  that  until  this  operation  can  be  performed  the  water 
should  be  boiled  before  consumption. 

In  the  case  of  British  Ships,  a copy  of  the  report  is  also  sent  to  the 
local  Inspector  of  Ships*  Provisions,  Ministry  of  Transport,  whenever  an 
unsatisfactory  sample  is  reported.

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Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes 


Hydrants  are  of  the  recessed  type  and  are  covered  when  not  in  use.  The 
hosepipes  and  fittings  are  conveyed  to  the  hydrants  usually  by  means  of 
electrically  propelled  trucks.  These  trucks  are  kept  locked  up  when  not  in 
use  and  are  therefore  protected  from  the  weather  and  contamination. 

The  stand  and  hosepipes  used  for  the  delivering  of  water  to  the  ships 
are  thoroughly  flushed  by  a continuous  flow  before  being  connected  to  the 
ships  tank. 

A survey  of  the  hydrant  chambers  in  Swansea  Docks  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  ana  this  revealed  a deterioration  of  their  condition  likely 
to  result  in  contamination. 

The  attention  of  the  best  Glamorgan  Water  Beard  and  the  British  Transport 
Docks  Board  was  drawn  to  this  and  remedial  measures  are  now  under  consideration. 

Number  and  sanitary  condition  of  water  boats,  and  powers  of  control  by  the 
Authority.  ' 

No  water  boats  are  used  in  any  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Authority.  In  an  emergency,  some  of  the  local  tugs  are  able  to  convey 
fresh  water  to  ships  delayed  out  in  the  bay  and  their  tanks  are  sampled  from 
time  to  time.

In  stormy  weather,  however,  the  vessel 
would  possibly  have  to  weigh  anchor  and  put  to  sea. 

Thus  the  Mumbles  Anchorage  should  not  be  regarded  as  an  additional 
mooring  station.

Regarding  contacts  who  are  allowed  to  leave  a ship,  their  names  and 
addresses  are  obtained,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district 
to  which  they  are  proceeding  informed  by  letter,  giving  the  necessary 
information.  Further,  such  contacts  are  given  printed  pre-paid  postcards 
(P.S.3)  informing  them  of  theij*  legal  obligations  to  report  should  they 
go  to  any  address  other  than  that  given  on  disembarkation. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other 
articles. 


Whenever  a cabin,  berth  or  forecastle  of  a ship  requires  cleansing 
a notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and  the  work  is  then  carried  out  by 
members  of  the  crew  or  by  persons  employed  by  the  shipping  company,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Port  Health  Inspector. 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  after  the  removal  of  the  patient, 
disinfection  of  the  quarters  is  oarried  out  by  fumigation  with  formalin, 
followed  by  thorough  washing  and  scrubbing  down  with  hot  water  and  soap, 
and  finally  by  complete  ventilation.  Bedding  and  clothing,  depending  on 
circumstances,  would  be  dealt  with  by  formalin  fumigation  on  board,  steam 
disinfection  ashore,  or  may  have  to  be  destroyed  by  burning. 

Normally  disinfestation  of  Seamen  and  their  clothing  would  be  carried 
out  on  board  ship.

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Gastro  Enteritis  - British  tn.v.  "TERZA" 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  February  8th,  1971  from  Stanlow,  the 
only  sickness  reported  being  a member  of  the  crew  suffering  from  an  injured 
foot.  On  February  9th,  the  Federation  Dootor  reported  that  he  had  examined 
ashore  two  seamen  from  this  ship.  One  suffering  from  Abdominal  pains  and 
diarrhoea,  he  had  had  removed  to  the  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital  but  the 
other  who  also  oomplained  of  Abdominal  pains  and  mild  diarrhoea  had  been  de- 
clared fit  and  returned  to  work.  Arrangements  were  made  for  samples  of 
faeces  and  urine  from  the  second  seaman  to  be  obtained  and  baoteriologically 
examined  at  the  Publio  Health  Laboratory,  the  result  of  which  proved  to  be 
as  follows

The  seaman  who  had  been  admitted  to  Hospital  was  eventually  discharged 
on  February  11th,  the  diagnosis  being  "Unspecifio  Gastric  Enteritis".  A 
further  case  of  sickness,  "Bronchitis"  was  reported  on  February  9th  but 
otherwise  no  other  sickness  was  reported  up  to  time  the  ship  sailed. 


SMALLPOX  SURVEILLANCE 


Checks  are  made  of  the  smallpox  vaccination  certificates  of  the  crews 
eto.  of  ships  which  are  known  to  have  called  at  ports  in  infected  areas  and 
whenever  these  certificates  are  found  to  have  expired,  arrangements  are  made  with 
the  local  agents  for  the  persons  to  be  re-vaocinated. 

Occasionally  information  is  received  from  Airports,  usually  London,  of 
coloured  crews  arriving  by  Air  for  the  purpose  of  Joining  ships  in  the  Port. 

They  had  left  Smallpox  endemic  areas  and  had  joined  their  ship  well  within  the 
incubation  period.  In  such  oases  the  crew  members  are  kept  under  surveillanoe 
while  in  port  and  should  the  ship  leave  still  within  the  incubation  period,  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  the  next  port  of  call  is  informed.

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SECTION  XII  - Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports. 

1 # Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

The  Ratsearcher,  working  under  the  direction  of  an  Inspector,  searches 
as  a routine,  ships  from  foreign  ports  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival, 
for  any  evidence  of  rat  infestation.  Enquiries  are  always  made  as  to 
mortality  amongst  the  rats  on  board  and  particular  attention  during  the  search 
is  paid  to  any  excreta,  runs,  smears  etc.,  as  well  as  to  any  harbourage 
present.  It  is  as  a result  of  such  an  inspection  whether  any  rat  repressive 
measures  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  same  procedure  is  adopted  prior  to  the  issue  of  a Deratting  or 
Deratting  Exemption  Certificate,  which  foreign-going  ships  must  possess  in 
accordance  with  Article  54  of  the  International  Health  Regulations  as  well 
as  for  Rodent  Certificates  issued  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pest3 
(Application  to  shipping)  Orders  1951  and  1936. 

During  the  year  the  Ratsearcher  inspected  482  ships  and  evidence  of 
rodent  infestation  was  found  on  only  one  ship.  Even  in  this  instance  the 
evidence  was  of  old  excreta  out  as  a precaution  poison  baits  were  laid  but 
no  dead  rats  were  found  before  the  ship  sailed.

SECTION  XIII  - INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCES 

Whenever  nuisances  or  defects  are  found  and  they  are  likely  to  be  remedied 
in  port,  verbal  notice  is  given.  If  there  seems  no  likelihood  of  co-operation, 
an  Informal  Notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and  Owners  and  if  thought  necessary 
the  assistance  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  Surveyors  is  sought.  If  the  Notice 
is  not  complied  with  or  only  partly  complied  with  in  this  Port  and  the  ship  is 
proceeding  coastwise,  then  a follow  up  notice  is  sent  to  the  next  Port  Health 
Authority. 

Generally,  ships  from  which- drinking  water  samples  are  taken,  have  sailed 
before  the  result  from  the  Bacteriologist  is  available.  Should  the  report  be 
unsatisfactory,  a notice  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Owners  via  the  local 
Agents,  advising  them  to  instruct  the  Master  to  have  all  drinking  water  boiled, 
before  consumption  and  to  make  arrangements  as  quickly  as  possible  to  have 
the  fresh  water  tanks  chlorinated  and  satisfactorily  cleansed.

The  removal  would 
be  carried  out  by  the  Undertakers  employed  by  the  local  Agents  of  the  ship, 
who  would  later  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  burial.  In  the 
event  of  the  person  dying  from  one  of  the  diseases  subject  to  the  International 
Health  Regulations,  every  endeavour  would  be  made  for  the  body  to  be  cremated. 

Supervision  of  the  removed,  of  the  body  and  any  necessary  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  would  be  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Port  Health  staff.

During  the  year  there  were  shipments  of  Rags  etc.  from  the  Port  of  Swansea 
to  Spain  and  at  the  request  of  the  Exporters  I have  furnished  7 6 Certificates 
of  Health  to  accompany  the  consignments  stating  that  "No  disease  subject  to 
the  International  Health  Regulations  i.e.  Cholera,  Plague,  Smallpox  or 
Yellow  Fever  existed  in  the  City  and  Port  of  Swansea  at  the  time  of  the 
issuing  of  the  Certificate."

Two  hundred  and  forty  three  ships  were  visited  during  the  year  by  your 
Food  Inspectors  for  the  routine  inspection  of  foodstuffs  which  were  landed  into 
the  various  transit  sheds  in  the  docks  under  your  juristiction. 

The  total  weight  of  food  landed  was  over  1,544  Tons  and  the  countries  froa 
which  it  arrived  included  France,  Italy,  New  Zealand,  Norway  and  Yugo-Slavia. 
Details  of  the  containerised  food  arriving  at  the  new  Ferryport  from  Southern 
Ireland  are  given  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

Included  in  these  figures  are  the  21+2.  landings  of  wet  fish  made  by  8 of 
the  vessels  owned  by  the  Swansea  Fishermen  Ltd.  who  now  lease  the  new  Fish 
market  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Dock  Swansea,  The  fish  landed  by  these  trawlers 
weighed  5,166  cwts,,  valued  at  £244,483  and  was  mainly  caught  on  the  fishing 
grounds  of  the  Bristol  Channel.  It  was  subject  to  routine  inspection  by  your 
Food  Inspectors. 

The  co-operative  Swansea  Fishermen  Ltd.  which  was  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  operating  the  Prince  of  Wales  Dock  Fish  Market  had  a quite  successful 
opening  year  in  which  their  only  real  problem  was  the  unreliability  of  the 
flake  ice  plant  which  entailed  owners  in  the  additional  expense  of  obtaining 
the  bulk  of  their  ice  requirements  by  road  from  Milford  Haven. 

However  this  flake  ice  plant  which  was  originally  at  the  South  Dook 
Market  is  now  functioning  and  it  is  hoped  will  do  so  successfully  during  1972. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  5 samples  of  Ice  and  5 samples  of  the  water 
from  which  it  is  made  were  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health 
Labox'atory  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the  event  of  a sample 
being  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory,  investigations  are  carried  out  and 
repeat  sampling  continued  until  satisfactory  results  are  achieved.

No  case  of  infectious  sickness  was  brought  to  my  notice. 

As  a Port  Health  Authority  we  are  particularly  interested  in  the  food- 
stuffs  landed  and  during  the  year  1,214  containers  or  trailers  carrying  over 
12,600  tons  of  foodstuffs  arrived  from  Cork. 

In  accordance  with  the  Imported  Food  Regulations  when  an  Authorised 
Officer  considers  it  expedient  that  the  examination  of  the  contents  of  a container 
should  be  deferred  until  it  reaches  a specified  place  of  destination  else- 
where, he  shall  require  the  Importer  etc.,  to  give  an  undertaking  in  writing, 
stating  that  the  container  has  been  sealed  and  will  remain  so  until  it  reaches 
the  destination  specified  on  the  undertaking.  At  the  same  time,  the  Authorised 
Officer  must  notify  the  Receiving  Authority  that  the  Container  is  on  its  way 
to  that  Authority  and  this  must  be  done  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  normally 
by  telephone  and  later  confirmed  in  writing. 

As  most  of  the  food  containers  arriving  here  have  refrigerated  contents 
the  examination  of  which  on  the  quayside  would  be  inadvisable,  the  procedure 
referred  to  above  as  set  out  in  the  Regulations  is  adopted,  thus  enabling  the 
Receiving  Authorities  to  carry  out  the  examination  of  the  foodstuffs  at  the 
destination. 

"Group  Containers"  i.e.  containers  which  hold  several  different 
commodities,  go  t0  *K'  Shed,  Prince  of  Wales  Dock,  where  they  are  sorted  out. 
After  Customs  clearance,  any  foods  forming  part  of  the  group  container,  are 
examined  by  your  food  Inspectors  and  then  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  destin- 
ation without  any  further  examination  at  that  point. 

Occasionally  it  has  happened  that  food  containers  have  arrived  without 
a definite  address  to  which  they  are  bound.  These  are  immediately  detained  and 
are  only  released  when  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  of  their  correct  destination.

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SHIPS  STORES 


A telephone  message  was  received  on  September  24th  from  the  Barry  Port 
Health  Authority  stating  that  ships  stores,  including  meat,  surplus  stores 
from  two  tankers  in  Barry  were  being  trans-shipped  to  a tanker  due  to  arrive 
in  Swansea. 

The  stores  consisted  of  492  Lbs.  Mutton  130  Lbs.  of  Poultry  and  193  Lbs. 
of  G-hee  and  they  arrived  on  board  the  m.v.  "BRITISH  yi&ILANCE"  at  the  Queens* 
Dock  Swansea  on  September  23th.  Your  Food  Inspector  was  present  when  they 
were  shipped  and  after  inspecting  the  accompanying  licence  was  satisfied  that 
it  was  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food’s 
Regulations,  namely  the  Animals  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Order  1927 


THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (IMPORTED  MILK) REGULATIONS . 1926 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  above  Regulations. 


THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  i960  and  1 962 

Periodical  inspections  are  made  of  the  ships  which  operate  passenger 
services  from  Swansea  and  when  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Owners  to  defects  found,  remedial  action  was  taken  immediately. 

Samples  of  the  drinking  water  were  taken  from  time  to  time  from  these 
ships  and  subjected  to  Bacteriological  examination  and  when  the  results 
proved  unsatisfactory  chlorination  of  the  affected  tanks  were  undertaken 
without  delay.

As  a result  of  regular  routine  visits  to  the  various  wharves,  ware- 
houses, transit  sheds,  etc.,  to  which  these  Regulations  are  applicable,  it 
has  been  necessary  at  times  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Owners  and  Tenants 
to  their  obligations  under  the  Regulations,  particularly  as  regards  to  clean- 
liness.
